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Poole named Clinton 
City Administrator

After weeks of questions 
and debates, the City Council 
of Clinton officially named 
Allen Poole the position of 
City Administrator during 
their meeting Monday night. 
Poole has been serving 
as Chief of Police in the 
absence of Snapper Seaton, 
who has been deployed to 
Afghanistan. With Seaton’s 
return to the United States 
and to his role as Chief of 
Police coming within the 
next couple of months, the 
city council had some tough 
decisions to make. The 
decision to appoint a City 
Administrator was viewed 
with some speculation from 
the public. 

Bill Bone addressed the 
council with concerns about 
why the decision was made 
and how it would affect 
the tax bills of the citizens 
of Clinton. Bone was also 
concerned about the potential 
“erosion of services” that 
could be a side effect of 
city budget adjustments. 
According to Mayor Tommy 
Kimbro, the appointment of a 
City Administrator will have 
minimal negative impact 
on city finances, and with a 
little time, could drastically 


improve the fiscal situation 
within the city. 

“We already have a city 
employee who can do a job 
that is badly needed,” Kimbro 
said, “This will not impact 
your tax bill, and there will 
not be a further erosion of 
services.” Since Poole was 
already a city employee, the 
marginal cost of appointing 
him as City Administrator 
will only cost the city less 
than $5 an hour marginally. 

There was also some public 
speculation as to the role of 
a City Administrator. Many 
reasoned that he will only be 
doing the mayor’s job. The 
council explained that while 
the mayor holds a part-time 
position and can be paid no 
more than $300 per month, the 
City Administrator will work 
full-time and accomplish 
much more than the part-time 
mayor and council members 
are able to. According to the 
council, our community is 
far to often ignored by state 
bureaucrats. With a full¬ 
time City Administrator, 
these bureaucrats will have 
no choice but to address the 
concerns of our community. 

While the City of Clinton 
now has a fulltime City

Open Hickman County ANR position to be filled soon

One month ago the 
position of Hickman County 
Agriculture and National 
Resources (ANR) position 
became open. According 
to Matt Fulkerson with the 
University of Kentucky, 
reasons on why the position 
became open could not 
be discussed. “Personnel 
information of current or 
former employees is not to 
be discussed,”he said, “by 
supervisors of the University 
of Kentucky for privacy 
reasons.” 

“The position will be filled 
as soon as possible,” he said 
last week. “The University of 
Kentucky fills vacancies in 
the order in which they occur 
unless the county is down to 
one full-time agent and then 
a vacancy would be filled. 
Certainly the intent is to fill 
the ANR position. 

“Until the time when the 
position is filled, agents in 
the Hickman County office 
and surrounding counties 
will work together to offer 
agriculture programming 
and address the needs of 


the agriculture community 
in Hickman County,” added 
Fulkerson. 

“When the Ag Agent 
vacancy in Hickman County 
is to be filled, the local 
Hickman County Extension 
Council and Hickman 
County Extension District 
Board will be notified and the 
position will be posted and 
filled,” continued Fulkerson. 
“Once the position is posted, 
it usually takes about two 
months to fill the position.” 

He also added that the 
proposed building, to be 
located in Hickman County, 
is a decision of the local 
Extension District Board. 

The ANR’s duties include: 

• Contribute a well- 

balanced total county 
Extension program, including 
Agriculture, 4-H/Youth 

Development, Family and 
Consumer Sciences, and 
Community and Economic 
Development. 

• Develop education 

programs in agriculture 
and natural resources that 
are economically feasible, 
resource conserving, 

environmentally compatible 


and socially acceptable. 

• Develop and/or 
utilize councils, advisory 
groups, and program 
committees to facilitate 
community involvement in 
programming. 

• Develop a program plan 
based on locally identified 
needs which will lead to 
improved quality of living 
for individuals and families. 

• Identify, enlist and train 
volunteer leaders to help carry 
out program responsibilities. 

• Build collaborative 
relationships with other 
agencies and organizations 
to multiply effectiveness 
and avoid duplications of 
programs. 

• Provide technical subject 
matter in Agricultural 
and Natural Resources to 
producers, youth, agencies 
and interested citizens. 

• Develop and implement a 
public information program 
about Agriculture. 

• Collaborate with other 
agents, specialists, and 
District Directors to plan, 
execute, and evaluate 
educational programs at 
county, area, and state level.

Old Time Reminiscing by J.W. Chandler

“Road Houses” 

It wasn’t Frog City, Turf 
Club, Stork Club or the El 
Patio, located in Cairo, Ill., 
that drew crowds, but our 
own Dixie Inn and D.X. 

Back then we called them 
Road Houses instead of 
nightclubs. 

I remember Dixie Inn 
most, as my mother worked 
there a lot as a short order 
cook. Dixie Inn was located 
South on Hwy. 51 where Red 
Grogan once had his body 
shop. It was a big barn type 
building. The front had a 
counter and stools. When you 
went through the archway, 
there was a big dance floor. 
Along each wall, there was a 
row of booths for couples to 
sit in and enjoy their meal and 
drink. At that time, Hickman 
County was wet and they sold 
beer of different brands such 
as Sterling, and Fallstaff. 
In back of the dance floor 
was a bandstand, and every 
Saturday night the band 
would play.

they had a big jukebox where 
you could deposit a nickel to 
play a record of your choice. 

The Polly Williams Band 
was going strong in 
days. Some of the 
members I remember 
Edmond Steins on 
trumpet, Polly Williams 
trombone, Hershel 
on the piano, with 
Martinetti, Woods 
Porter, George Muscovalley, 
Homes Vaughan, and I think 
Seldon Bugg adding to the 
talent. They could give you 
“Tiger Rag,” “Dark Town

hopping. 

The owners, or operators, 
that I remember were Glenn 
Vanpool, Grady Cole and 
Brandford McClure. 

D.X. was located on North 
51 just across from Harper’s 
Hams. The only operator I 
rmemeber was a Mr. Jack Hall 
and his wife Lavinia. This 
was a very small building 
similar to a service station. 
That’s where it got its name 
- from the gas they sold. 

They mostly sold beer 
and liquor, but had room for 
dancing. 


Local option caused the 
places’ demise, but the big 
band sound was in Hickman 
County at one time.

I 
wondered why a band would 
be listed in the business 
section.

Level two drought declared in 
24 Kentucky Counties 



The Office of the State 
Climatologist and the 
Kentucky Energy and 
Environment Cabinet, 

in coordination with the 
Kentucky Drought Mitigation 
Team, are issuing a Level 2 
drought declaration for 24 
counties in three Drought 
Management Areas (DMAs) 
in western Kentucky. In 
addition, a Level 1 drought 
has been declared for 66 
counties in nine DMAs. 

A Level 2 drought indicates 
severe drought conditions 
have developed. Counties 
with this designation can 
expect severe impacts to 
water-sensitive enterprises; 
depletion of water supplies 
in shallow wells, springs and 
ponds; increased incidences 
of wildfires; higher demands 
placed on water treatment 
facilities; and the imposition 
of water conservation 
advisories. 

A Level 1 drought indicates 
moderate to severe drought 
conditions have developed 
primarily affecting soil 
moisture and vegetation. 
Counties with this designation 
can expect reduced supplies 
of agricultural water and 
heightened risk of wildfires. 

Counties included in the 
Level 2 drought declaration: 


Purchase DMA: Ballard, 
Calloway, Carlisle, 

Lulton, Graves, Hickman, 
McCracken, Marshall 

Agriculture throughout 
the Commonwealth has been 
severely impacted by the lack 
of rainfall and above-normal 
temperatures, according 
to an official with the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA). 

“Many farmers are 
reporting having to feed 
cattle because pastures are 
depleted,” said Bob Finch, 
emergency preparedness 
coordinator at the USDA 
Kentucky State Farm Service 
Agency. “This will be a major 
financial drain if pastures do 
not improve this fall. Farmers 
in central Kentucky who 
normally planted double-crop 
soybeans cannot because the 
ground is so hard. Farmers 
in western Kentucky are 
looking at record-low yields 
and in some cases a total 
failure.” 

Wildfires are rapidly 
becoming a major concern 
as fields and forests continue 
to dry out, aided by the 
high temperatures and low 
humidity. 

“Summer is usually a time 
of few wildfires in Kentucky,” 
said Leah MacSwords, 


director of the Kentucky 
Division of Lorestry. “We 
need people to be extra 
careful with their outdoor 
activities so they don’t cause 
an unintended wildfire.” 

Hydrologic problems 
continue to develop in the 
drought areas. Many streams 
and rivers are currently 
experiencing low-flow 

conditions. Kentucky Lake, 
Lake Barkley, Rough River 
Lake, Barren River Lake and 
Nolin Lake are all currently 
below normal pool. While 
these low lake levels are not 
likely to impact drinking water 
supplies obtained directly 
from the lakes, minimal dam 
releases during the summer 
could affect downstream 
water supplies as well as 
recreational activities on the 
lakes. Many small ponds and 
lakes are well below normal 
levels or are completely dry. 

There are currently no 
water systems experiencing 
any water supply shortages. 
However, persistent 

drought can impact raw 
water availability or 
trigger unseasonably high 
water demands on a water 
system. All Kentuckians 
are encouraged to heed any 
requests for conservation 
from their local water 


supplier. 

The National Weather 
Service’s Climate Prediction 
Center is currently 
forecasting above-normal 
temperatures and below- 
normal precipitation in the 
6-to- 10-day and 8-to-14- 
day outlooks for the entire 
state. Any rain that falls this 
weekend is expected to be 
isolated and will not provide 
significant drought relief. 

The Kentucky Drought 
Mitigation andResponsePlan 
employs a tiered approach to 
classifying drought severity 
using multiple indicators 
to assess the intensity and 
location of developing 
drought. These indicators 
include the Drought Monitor, 
Palmer Drought Index, 
Crop Moisture Index and 
precipitation and stream- 
flow measurements. Live 
precipitation data is collected 
using the Kentucky Mesonet 
www.kymesonet.org.

Administrator, it is still 
a mayor-council governed 
city, with executive power 
remaining with the mayor. 
This is in contrast to 
municipal governments 
like Fulton, where the City 
Manager holds executive 
power and governs the 
city. Clinton’s new City 
Administrator’s role will 
be primarily to attend all 
meetings of municipal 
parties, and pursue grants to 
improve the well being of 
the community. 

The council passed 
resolution #2012-17- 

01 during the meeting. 
Under this resolution, 
the City Administrator 
has the authority to act as 
correspondent with the 
Department of Homeland 
Security and apply for and 
pursue grants thereunto 
pertaining. One such grant 
will be applied for to obtain 
new radios for the police 
department that will comply 
with the new narrow banding 
laws. The city’s radios 
are too old to be updated, 
so they must be replaced 
completely. 

Gary Jones, Chairman of 
the local ambulance service 
addressed the council toward 
the end of the meeting. He 


explained that the ambulance 
service was in poor financial 
condition, and requested 
that the city put forth $2,600 
per month to help fund the 
ambulance service. The 
council elected to give the 
full $2,600 to the ambulance 
service this month, and then 
review the request on a 
month-to-month basis. Jones 
assured the council that once 
the additional funding is no 
longer needed; he would no 
longer request it.
